With in its walls were 
gathered women from all parts of the 
world, in diferent langtiages speaking in 
defensc of their homes, their children and 
their lands. Actuated by a holy ambition 
they inet that they might take counsel to- 
gether upon methods for the betterment 
of humanity. The two most prominent 
women of the convention were Miss Fran- 
ets E. Willard and Lady Henry Somerset. 
It had dawned upon these two consecra 
ted women in their efïorts to lead the tem- 
perance hosts on to victory, that nothing 
short of a world wide movement would 
mect the issues that werebefore triem, or 
do the work needed. To these two wo- 
men, therefore, belong the honor of the 
conception and production of the recent 
remarkable convention. The movement 
not only added strength to the cause of 
temperance in England, but will give new 
life to it in all countries. No single re- 
form movement bears upon its bosom 
greater good to a greater number of peo- 
ple, and we trust, therefore, that this is 
the one which is to bring delíverance to 
the world from the mm traffic, and that 
speedily.
